Hereas We haue taken knowledge of many & great inconueniences, 


F2 datly ariſing foz want of an exact Roll kept in the Office of Armes ol ſuth 
A as haue reteiued from Us the Oꝛder ol Anighthood, whereby ſome haue 
pꝛeſumed to challenge that dignitie, vpon whom the ſame was neuer con- 
Aterred, and amongſt them that were indeede knighted, often queſtions as 
Ariſe fo2 pzecedencie, which cannot be decided foꝛ want of a Recozd keptther- 
ol: Foz redꝛeſſe wherofwe directed Our Letters,dated the fifteenth day 
of Pay laſt, to Pur right truſtie and right welbeloued Couſin and Coun⸗ 
vi ſeller, Thomas Earle of Arundel and Durrep,Pur Earle Marſhal of Eng- 
land, That, attozding as appertaineth to that his office , hee ſhould _ 

25 take oꝛder therein. Neuertheleſle, by reaſon of the lackneſſe and negli⸗ 
gente of ſuch as haue beene by Us aduanced vnto that degree, in not giuing notice thereot to the (aid 
Earle Marſhall oz bis Deputie, Our ſaid Letters haue not taken effect attoꝛding to Our intent. 
wee doe therekoze hereby publiſh and declare Our Royall pleaſure, and doe ſtraitiy charge and 
command, That all ſuch perſons, as ſithente the ſald fifteenth day of May laſt paſt haue retetued 
that dignity,ſhal within thꝛee moneths after the publiſhing ofthis Our Pzoclamation,andall others 
that ſhall hereafter receine the like dignitie from Us, os any Our Lieutenants, ſhall within one mos 
neth after they haue receined the ſame, within this Pur Realmeof England, oꝛ within onemoneth 
next afcertheircommingtnto this Realme, ifthey recetue the ſame out of the Realme, bzing, oz cauſe 

to be bzought, a ſufficient Certificate thereof,and of the timethereof, to Our Earle Marſhall ofeng⸗ 
land fozthetimebeing, oꝛ to ſuch other oz perſons as hee ſhall àppoint, to the ende the ſame 
may bee regiſtred in a Roll, to beetherefoze kept in the Office of Armes, vpon paine that per · 
fon neglecting to bꝛing ſuch Certificate, ſhall lole the benefit of his due Pzecedencie , and in all Com⸗ 
miſſious, implopments, and plates, ſhall be ranked after ſuch as,. vpon like Certificate bought. ſhal be 
regiſtred beloꝛe them. And ee doe ltkewile ſignifie and declare Our pleaſure to be, That all ſuthas, 
at any time befoze the ſayd fifteenth day ol Map laſt paſt, did reteiue the laid Oꝛder ol knighthood ac 
Our hands, ſhall at any time hereafter bzing ——— afozeſaid , and ſhall haue the fame 
— afozeſatd , foz clearing all contronerlies and queſtions that may ariſe touching their 

zetedentie. | | |
